CIVILIANS MAY PAY 


FEDERAL INSURANCE 


rBt iSSOCIiTED P«K3S.] 


Aberdeen, S. D., Dec. 4.—A definite 
rulinr that civilians may pay premi- 
ums on federal insurance for soldiers 
and sailors has been received here 
by A. B. Chamberlain, formerly farm- 
ers' institute conductor for^South )>a- 
kota. The ruling comes in response 
to his inquiry whether It was possible 
for civilians to pay the premiums in- 
stead of having the government take 
them from the soldiers' and sailors' 
pay. He offered to pay the insurance- 
on the lives of two soldiers, and" ex- 
pressed the belief that many other 
civilians would be glad to "do their 
bit" in the same manner. 
Recently Mr. Chamberlain received 
a letter from S. Z. Botschlld, chief of 
the division of information, in answer 
to his communication, in which the 
chief stated that "there is no provision 
In the act of Oct. €, 1917, or in the 
regulations of this bureau prohibiting 
the payment of soldiers' premiums by 
persons other than the person him- 


Later, Mr. -Chamberlain received an- 
other letter, from C. JF. Kesbit, com- 
missioner of the war risk bureau, in 
which h».says: 
"The suggestion you make is patri- 
otic and exceedingly practical 
and 
helpful. 
This department has ruled 
that insurance may be carried on men 
in the military and naval service, the 
premiums paid by persons entirely 
outside of even their family connec- 
tions. In such cases the insurance, 
when payable, Is to go to their estate, 
or to the beneficiary or beneficiaries 
coming within classes A and B. of 
the act, designated by the person in- 
jured." 
' 
Mr. Chamberlain has sent to tne 
bureau a postoffice money order to 
pay two months' premium on policies 
of >5,000.each for each of two privates 
from South Dakota whom he n'amed. 
He did this, he explained, so, as to 
insure speedy action in regiHations 
governing such payment of premiums. 
•He said he believed many lodges, 
Sunday schools, college fraternities, 
employes of stores and shops, in many 
instances firms who had employes in 
the service, pud in,others, many men 
who, 
Mke himself, were too old or 
otherwise incapacitated for the ser- 
vice, and friends of the men in tbe 
service, would enjoy paying the pre- 
miums t>n a aiberal amount of insur- 
ance for the boys who are^dolng the 
real flighting, and for the nurses who 
are taking care of the injured.

But;Baltimore 
is but an hour away, and the Mary- 
land .line- Is not more than «ve miles 
from the- capital In some places.

Jbrary Hal). Beginning with a gen- 
iral resume of the old form of com- 
munity 
sports 
manifested 
in 
the 
thanksgiving festivals, he traced .its 
growth into the oratorio and drama 
of modern times. 
A gathering of 
30 000 Grecians into a harvest festi- 
val, he said, was typical of the way 
in which these people entered Into 
this vital form of community life. He 
leave a short extract from the play of 
"The 
Baccbaanals," 
by 
Euripides,
